BOSTON, March 2 — Willem 
Van Rie, ship’s radio operator, 
was found not guilty today in 
the death of Mrs. Lynn Kauff- 
man, St. Louis divorcee. He 
had been charged with first-de- 

gree murder. 


A jury of 12 men returned its 
verdict in Suffolk .county supe- 
rior court after more than 15 
hours of deliberation. The case 
went to the jury late yesterday 
afternoon, and the jurors sre 
ered the evidence continu 
throughout the night. 

Van Rie arose in the prison- 
er’s dock and thanked the jurors. 


His wife, Nella, seated in the 
front row of the courtroom, 
burst into tears. 

Judge Frank J. 
presided at the trial oh 7 
days of testimony, dismissed 


the defendant. 
Beating Charged. 


The state had charged that the 
3l-year-old Van Rie beat Mrs. 


Kauffman senseless in a. fight 
which followed an_ extended 
shipboard romance aboard .the 
Dutch freighter Utr ‘echt. It was 
alleged that he threw her over- 
board as the ship was leaving 


Boston harbor last Sey pt. 

Mrs. Kauffman, 23, was a pas- 
senger on the Utrecht on a 44- 
day voyage from Singapore to 
the United States. 

Van Rie and his wife prayed 
together in a detention room 
during the night. 

Some .spectators remained all | 
night in the courtrodm. waiting | 
for the verdict. They wére tense | 
when the jurors filed in shortly 
after breakfast. 

Unsteady on Feet. 

Although a free man, Van Rie 
was led from the room by a 
deputy sheriff. He seemed un- 
steady on his feet. His head was | 
bowed but he smiled broadly. 

As he’ passed his counsel's | 
table he seized the hand of de-| 
fense attorney Walter Powers 
Jr., and shook it violently. Tears | 
welled in his eyes. 

His wife was speechless. She ; 
could only nod when reporters 
sought her reaction. 

The deputy left Van Rie with 
reporters outside the courtroom.

Van Rie said he believed Mrs. 
Kauffman ‘‘committed suicide.” 
“Tl am convinced of it,” he 
added. 

“T have been worrying and 
waiting five months for this 
momcent,”’ he said, ‘‘and now— 
whisk!’’

State Department officials said 
the project, starting with one 
battalion each of United States, 
British and French troops, is in 
an advanced planning stage. 

Formation of the force would 
move the United States a notch 
nearer to sharing its nuclear 
strength with European allies. 

Gen. Lauris Norstad, the 
United States commander of 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion forces, made the announce- 
ment in Paris of the plan to 
create the international compo- 
site group with both nuclear and 
conventional weapons. State De- 
partment officials suggested the 
nuclear warheads of such weap- 
ons would be in the hands of 
United States troops which could 
be small units assigned to serve 
with Alled Forces. 

U.S. Position Stated. 

State Department Press Of- 
ficer Lincoln White made this 
statement of the United States 
position;

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TOOTH DEFECTS LAID 
TQ BOTTLE FEEDING: 


Teeth and jaw malformations | 
are more common among chil- 
dren who were bottle-fed babies | 
than among those who were 
breast-fed, Dr. Charles H. Tweed, 
Tucson (Ariz.) orthodontist, said 
yesterday. | 

Dr. Tweed addressed a meet-| 
ing of the Orthodontic Founda- | 
tion for Education and Research | 
at the Chase Hotel. The group | 
is composed of orthodontic grad- | 
wates from the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Dentistry: 

Dr. Tweed reported a recent 
survey of Tucson school children 
showed that bottle-fed babies 
were more likely to develop 
Malocrlusions and speech de-. 
fects” The trouble, 
stems from. poorly designed 
bottle nipples which force infants 
into an unnatural way of swal- 
lowing and also tend to distort 
the jaw. 

He noted that tooth and jaw 
frregularities among children 
had increased markedly in the 
last 35 years because of the 
greater number of mothers feed- 
ing their babies by bottle. 

Remarking on general ortho- 
dontic practices, Tweed empha- 


sized the importance of proper 
attention to irregularities at an_ 


early age. 

“The practice of orthodontics 
today is directed toward chil- 
dren who still have their baby 
teeth,”” he said. ‘‘Among chil- 
dren up to 10 years of age, an 
orthodontist is readily able to de- 
termine whether or not a child’s 
jaw is large enough to accom- 
modate the permanent teeth, and 
whether or not those teeth will 
have any irregularities.’’ 

Such early attention to tooth 
lirregularities or malocclusions 
reduces the length of later treat- 
ment by~ about 50 per cent, 
Tweed said.

Burgess is 
a member of the study group 
with Sir Paul Gore Booth of 
Britain, Bernard Clappier of 
France and Xenophon Zolotas of 
Greece.

The committee is to pre- 
sent its report April 19.

Burgess was believed to have 
told the committee that the 
United States favored a succes- 
gor to the OEEC to meet the 
challenges of Russia and the 
needs of underdeveloped areas. 

The contest between the Soviet 
Union and the free world was 
described as more economic than 
ever. The United States main- 
tains that the free nations must 
maintain a satisfactory rate of 


economic growth and that the 
neutral underdeveloped areas 

watch the progress of both ie 
and form their own policies on 
the basis of who they think is 
winning. 

The United States and Canada 
have been only associate mem- 
bers of the OEEC but seek full 
membership in the new organ- 
ization. 

Although Burgess did not pre- 
sent the United States position 
on whether the new group 
should have the powers of de- 


cision, State Department eco- 
nomic officials are believed to 
favor such powers provided the 
decisions are unanimous and do 
not commit the United States 
in advance to a policy requiring 
congressional approval. 
Outlines Group’s Tasks. 

The tasks outlined by Burgess 
for the new organization are un- 
derstood to include: 

1. Regular consultation on 
economic policies on the prin- 
ciple that national economies 
are increasingly interdepen- 
dent. 

2. Consideration of trade pol- 
icies without infringement on 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade and with- 
out creating new trading ar- 
rangements. 

3. Fostering consultations 
and facilitating co-ordination 
for aid -to underdeveloped 
countries among those nations 
in a position to make long- 
term development funds. 

4. Continuation of the func- 
tions in the science and energy 
fields now carried on by the 
OEEC, 

Burgess was said to have in- 
dicated, United States willing- 
ness to consider continuation of 
parts of the OEEC code of trade 
liberalization as well as an 
amended code of movements of 
capital but on a world-wide rath- 
er than a regional basis. 

The United States urged that 
any consultation on trade take 
account of the need by backward 
areas to develop export markets.

Unrelieved Burden 


To praise of Chilean President Alessandri’s 
proposal for an arms reduction conference, 
President Eisenhower has attached a warning 


that lifting the burdeh of armaments “will 


not be easy.” Present Washington policy will 
not make the task any easier. 

In the fiscal decade 1950-59, United States 
military assistance obligated to all Latin 
America averaged about $42,000,000 a year; 
for fiscal 1960 the total obligation is approxi- 
mately 69 millions. The average value of 
arms actually.delivered in the decade was 34 
millions, and for 1960 it is 69 millions. Arms 
deliveries to Brazil this fiscal year amount to 
nearly twice the average for 1950-59. Even 
Chile, which now proposes an effort to re- 
duce armaments, is receiving more of them 
from the United States. 

In March 1958, the State Department an- 
nounced it was shutting off military supplies 
for two Caribbean trouble spots, Cuba and 
the Dominican Republic. Yet Cuba received 
$543,000 in military assistance in 1959 and 
will receive $249,000 this year, while the Tru- 
jillo dictatorship got $1.089,000 last year and 
will get $445,000 in 1960. 

The Defense Department’s release of these 
figures during Mr. Eisenhower’s southern tour 
proved sufficiently embarrassing to prompt 
numerous explanations. The State Depart- 
ment explained that aid to Cuba involved 
training six Cuban naval cadets, and part of 
the aid for the Dominicans went for ammuni- 
tion for one naval vessel training with the 
US. fleet. The Defense Department explained 
that much of the increased assistance includes 
“credit financing,” and if this were deducted 
total 1960 aid would be less than that for 1959. 

These blushing explanations do not explain 
Arms aid is arms aid, however 
it is financed and for whatever reason. Why 
is it being increased for Latin America? Espe- 
cially, as Senators Morse and Aiken noted in 
a bipartisan protest, why is the Administra- 
tion defying Congress by increasing it? 

In last year’s foreign aid bill Congress ex- 
pressly stated that military assistance for 
Latin America in fiscal 1960 should not ex- 
ceed that for 1959. The Senate and House 
Foreign Relations Committees had strongly 
criticized the size and growth of such aid, for 
many reasons. The military justification for 
the program in this hemisphere is limited 
and recent history has emphasized the danger 
that arms will be used te oppress peoples 
and not to protect them. As Chile’s Presi- 
dent implied, arms are a particular burden for 
nations struggling for economic development. 
They need economic assistance far more than 
munitions, 


Expressions of sympathy will not reverse a 
policy which increases the arms, burden. .Con- 
gress would do well to investigate military 
assistance for the New World when the Presi- 
dent returns home,

Political Vote for Slums 


It is difficult not to believe that there was 
a political motivation behind the vote—187 to 
158—by which the House rejected the $50,- 
000,000 emergency appropriation asked by 
President Eisenhower for slum clearance and 
urban renewal for the remainder of this fiscal 
year. It may be teehnically true that $33, 
000,000 of an earlier appropriation is avail- 
able at the moment, but Representative Yates 
of Illinois showed that the extra money will 
be needed to keep the program going. The 
rebuilding of its cities is one of the nation’s 
most important assignments, both in human 
and economic terms. So what other motive 
could there have been for voting against the 
request than that‘of laying a feeble founda- 
tion for campaign claims that the President 
is more of a “spender” than some Congress- 
men up for re-election? This hardly was judg- 
ing the request on its merits. ) 


Mr. Truman’s Warning 


We can understand the Democratic fear of 
a split over the selection of a presidential 
candidate, but it seems a little odd for a warn- 
ing about a party division to. come from for- 
mer President Truman. Mr. Truman won his 
notable victory in 1948 in the face of a his- 
toric Democratic split. Henry A. Wallace, 
Progressive, and J..Strom Thurmond, States’ 
Rights, each polled more than a million votes,

This work plan was drawn up by George 
Hartzog, the National Park Service superin- 
tendent inf charge of the project. It calls for 
$4,603,125 in federal funds to which the city 
would add $1,534,375 to bring the total to 
$6,137,500. 

St. Louis actually is ready to add its share 
to a supplemental appropriation of $2,503,125 
for fiscal 1960 and an additional appropriation 
of $5,686,875 for fiscal 1961 originally asked 
by the Park Service. But since President Eis- 
enhower called for only $1,650,000, the Mayor 
has informed Senator Hayden, chairman of 
the subcommittee, that he will go along with 
the revised schedule as the “irreducible 
minimum.” 

We hope. the Senate will vote this sum, 
and. that the House and the White House, tao, 
will be. persuaded in the end to concur. After 
all, it is $3,586,875 less than the original re- 
quest, and only $2,953,125 more than the ut- 
terly inadequate budgetary recommendation. 
In terms of the budget, the sum is a small 
one, but in terms of the Government’s honor 
it is of the utmost importance. It involves 
nothing less than the question of whether 
Washington will keep its word after having 
made a bargain under which local interests, 
public and private, have been induced to 
make and to plan for greater expenditures. 

To be blind to the importance of this na- 
tional memorial is to be blind to the nation’s 
history and to its sense of grandeur. So it is 
up to the people of the St. Louis area to open 
the eyes of Washingtoh to the true signifi- 
cance of this monument on the Mississippi, 
“the spinal column of the nation.” 


A Young-Feeling Time 


It is a willful but nonetheless pleasant self- 
deception to feel that winter’s gone now that 
March is on the calendar. Astronomically, 
spring does not begin until 10:43 a.m. on the 
20th, and we may have a blizzard or two even 
after that. Still, it is again legal to catch a 
rainbow on a 7X leader. 

It may be well that this is Ash Wednesday 
with its warning: against vain imaginings.

Dropped From the United Fund 
The United Fund’s decision to drop seven 
of the agencies to which it has been giving 
support, was taken, we feel sure, after long 
consideration, and reluctantly. Some of the 
agencjes are educational and so fall outside 
the Fund’s sphere of primary concern. Others 
are generally supported outside a community 
- fund or have seen their usefulness diminished 
by changing conditions. Meanwhile, the Fund 
is being called upon for money to meet grow- 
ing health and welfare needs such as food, 
shelter and medical attention. These are 
acute. o 
Unlike its neighbors Illinois and Arkansas, 
Missouri has made no provision for caring for 
the medically indigent from tax funds. The 
United Fund therefore is putting $1,000,000 
into hospitals, more than:it would have to do 
“in ‘a state where public welfare funds did 
their share, but.still not enough. Continuous 
studies disclose one pressing new need after 
another, such as that for a psychiatric clinic 
to treat emotionally disturbed children. United 
Fund dollars that go into other fields, worth- 
while in their way though they may be, must 
be denied to these areas of the Fund’s major 
esponsibility. ’ 
' It is doubly unhappy when the only solu- 
‘tien is thought.to lie in separate fund-raising 
efforts. That might mean gradual érosion of 
the one-campaign principle which gives the 
United Fund its meaning and its appeal. Yet 
that“is the-solution the Fund has felt itself 
compelled to offer in the present instance. 
Let’ us»make sure that within the limits 
of putting first things first the Fund. con- 
tinues to put-as many as possible of the fund- 
raising drives in Greater St. Louis into a sin- 
gle community-conscious drive. As long as 


it does so it will deserve the public support’ 


and confidence that will keep it the success 
it has thus far been.

ROBOT HELPING 
SEARCH GULF FOR 
PLANE WRECKAGE 


NEW ORLEANS, March 2 
(UPI)—A robot is searching the 
bottom of the Gulf of Mexico 
for -wreckage of: the National 
Airlines plane that crashed Nov. 
16, killing all 42 person aboard. 
The robot sends a television 
picture to a minesweeper on the 
surface 240 feet above it. The 
minesweeper is one of three 
Navy ships that resumed search 
for the wreckage today. 
The Navy is using the newly 
developed robot. for the search 
along with divers and under- 
water sounding equipment. Of- 
ficials hope the submersible tele- 
vision cameras will spot part 
of the wreckage. 
The robot, called ‘‘Mermut” 
(mobile electronic robot manipu- 
lator and underwater television), 
has undergone two weeks of 
testing at Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 
It is an open, cage-like affair, 
carrying the cameras inside, and 
guided by rudders. 
The Navy spent nearly two 
weeks searching for the wreck- 
age before giving up early last 
month when heavy weather hit | 
the gulf, Winds today were run- 
ning up.to 18 miles an hour.

The Colony Club, built by Dodd 
in 1939, was destroyed by fire 
last May, about a month after | 
he sold it.

The Embassy Club, in Pulaski | 
county, was operated briefly by. 
Dodd in 1952. It is now an office | 
for a used car lot. 

Dodd denied an assertion by 
the Government that losses 
could not be deducted when they 
were incurred in an illegal busi- 
néss. ‘fhe amounts deducted, he 
said, were ordinary and neces- 
sary business expenses.

Missouri's Parks 


Director of Parks Joseph 
Jaeger Jr., predicts that Mis- 
souri’s state parks, visited by 
nearly 5,000,000 persons last 
‘year, will far surpass that at- 
tendance in 1960. 


Perhaps no state in the Union 
is superior to Missouri in the 
variation and diversity of ap- 
peal to be found in these pub- 
licly-owned playgrounds. The 
park system extends over the 
entire state and off¢rs such 
scractions as historic shrines, 
trout fishing, mammoth 
wprings, picnicking areas, 
Uzark mountains, man-made 
lakes and virgin timber. 


The present 29 parks and one 
other area under development 
are of such appeal that they 
are a vital factor in the role 
that Missouri assumes as the 
future playground of the Mid- 
die West. Gov. James T. Blair 
Jr. aptly expressed it when he 
said, ‘‘These recreation areas 
are set aside so that they will 
be preserved forever for the 
public. Each park differs from 
the others, and, we hope you 
will have the opportunity to 
visit all of them.” 

A recently-released folder, 
“The State Parks of Missouri,” 
contains the locations of the 
various parks, a brief descrip- 
tion of their outstanding fea- 
tures, a state map showing 
the highway directions, and a 
facility and feature chart as 
to accommodations and servi- 
ces. The brochure can be ob- 
tained free by sending a post 
card to Missouri State Park 
Board, Box 176, Jefferson City. 


Cabins and Camping 

There are 73,680 acres in 
the system. The Lake of the 
Ozarks State Park, near Osage 
Beach and containing 16,335 
acres, is the largest in the sys- 
tem. It has 89 miles of shore 
line and about 4000 acres of 
water, and every state-park 
facility except dining lodge, 
overnight cabins and trout fish- 


g. 
The smallest is Arrow Rock 


State Park located in Saline 
county, 15 miles east of Mar- 
shall, on State Highway 41. It 
has just 35 acres but the 
famous old Arrow Rock Tav- 
ern, built about 1830 and fur- 
nished with antiques of that 
period, and the ancestral home 
of the famous artist, Caleb 
Bingham, make it an outstand- 
ing attraction. 


Dining lodges and cabins at 
Montauk, Bennett Spring and 
Roaring River opened yester- 
day to coincide With the Gpen- 
ing of the~trout season, The 
opening date in other parks 
with cabins is April 15 and all 
of them remain open until 
Oct. 31. Some 120,648 persons 
purchased trout tags to fish 
at Bennett Spring, Roaring 
River and Montauk last year. 


Several new sleeping cabins 
have been built at Bennett 
Spring and the blacktop road 
has been resurfaced. At Mon- 
tauk the camping area is be- 
ing moved to a new location. 
There shower and rest room 
facilities are being constructed, 
and the old site will be used 
strictly for picnicking. 


Five-Week Tour 


Several years ago this writer 
toured every park in the state. 
We used a trailer and camped 
at least overnight in each one; 
in some we spent several days 
and nights. The safari con- 
sumed almost five weeks but 
it was the most enjoyable 
vacation we ever spent. The 
question is often asked, 

“Which one would be consid- 
ered the most rewarding?” 
That, of course, is a matter 
of personal choice. 


We would suggest that, for 
sheer rugged beauty and typ- 
ical Ozark grandeur, the out- 
standing parks are Roaring 
River, Big Spring and Sam A. 
Baker. At Big Spring one can 
view the largest single-outlet 
spring in the United States 
with a maximum flow of 846 
million gallons daily. Roaring 
River, in the most mountain- 
ous and beautiful section of 
the Ozarks, is well timbered,

White Bread Is Good Food 


_IT’S TIME somebody rose in defense of ordinary white 
bread. ? 

Here's a letter which brought the subject to a head: 

“Please write about the nutritional value of white bread. 
My*-daughter, who is a college student, insists it has no 
valifé, ‘or little, especially the sliced white bread to which 
something has been added to keep it from going stale too 
soon. J.G." 


Bread, rightly, has been called the “stall of life.’ 
But it is also true that the stomach needs more than 
bread; the body must have fruits and vegetables, and 
further sources of proteins too. 


What is “bread”? Ground-up flour ffom grain, moistened 
and cooked! The grain usually is wheat; it is often rye or 
corn, and, in the Orient, rice. It may be barley, sats, 
soybeans or others. 

But let’s talk about the ordinary white bread that you 
and I buy at the grocery or bakery. 

There has been some thought that refining of the flour, 
and eliminating all of the husk of the wheat, may remoye 
some of the mineral and vitamin content. This may well 
be so to some extent, but it is a far cry from meaning 
that your daughter is correct in saying that bread has 
“little or no value.” 7 

She is quite wrong in saying this, and before 
she continues spreading such incorrect information, 
she should look up some facts. An average slice of 
bread, these days, is wholesome food with very. con- - 
siderable nutritional values. 


It has something like’ 60 calories; it is about 50 per cent 
carbohydrate, about 10 per cent protein, very close to 3 per 
cent fat. It has in additjon sodium, calcium, phosphorous and 
a small amount of iron. And, still further, small amounts 
of vitamin B, vitamin B2 and nicotinic acid, all of them 
essential for health. 

Many companies also add vitamin fortification to bread. 
Whether this is necessary, or whether most of us get enough 
vitamins anyway, may be beside the point. Certainly such 
fortification can do no harm, and it will help anyéne who 
happens to be deficient in the particular vitamins. 

The traces of materials added to delay staleness do not 
f any way harm the nutritional values. Naturally, we need 
more than just bread for a balanced diet, but it would be a 
pity if people got the idea that modern white bread isn't 
good food.

Her lane to the main road looks like a series of 
student ski jumps, three big hills, two deep dips, and 
culverts all around. Snow drifts deeply in the dips so 
she did not take a sled, reasoning that dragging a 
grocery-laden sled through the dips would make the 
sled more of a liability over the 900 feet from the main 
road than it would be worth for the mile to and from 
the grocery. Napoleon made a similar miscalculation 
going home from Moscow in the snow. He bogged 
down, too, but he had an excuse. He hadn’t made 
the trip before. 


The young housewife started to bog down at the check- 
out counter when the clerk said, ‘“‘Are you walking? That 
load of groceries weighs almost 50 pounds.” 


He put the groceries in a bushel basket. ‘TJsually we 
charge for these baskets,” he said, “‘but you can have this 


one for free. We want you to remember us kindly, right up 
to the end.” 


She walked out of the grocery whistling ‘‘Winter Wonder- 
land.’’ Three dogs answered the whistle. They trailed along 
behind and 500 feet down the highway she put down the 
basket. Fifty pounds multiplies on a cold’ day, with a head- 
wind changing the beauties of powdered snow to the cruelties 
of powdered glass. The dogs closed in and sat near the basket. 

“Go away, dogs,”” she said. “I don’t know you.” 

The dogs were too smart to answer. They had settled it 
among themselves which one got the steak, which got the 
pork tenderloin and which got the hamburger. The housewife 
picked up the basket and carried it about 700 feet. The dogs 
trailed behind. They could wait. 

She put the basket down. The basket had handles. 
bent over and began to drag the basket. 

Five hundred basket-carrying and dragging feet farther, 
she put down the basket. The three dogs looked at one 
another and nodded. Any minute now. A little girl, pulling 
her brother and a basket of groceries on a sled, sped past. 
The little girl looked back and coasted to a stop. 

Something 
warned the little girl to go on without waiting for an answer. 

The young housewife looked at the dogs. She looked at 
the handles on the basket. She decided to go begging for a 
rope. She pulled the basket to the nearest door, pausing 
every 10 feet to kick away the snow that piled up in front 
of the basket. She rang the doorbell and waited. So did 
the dogs.

WHEN Antony Charles Rob- 
ert Armstrong-Jones won the 
heart of the world’s most eligible 
Princess, he knew he would have 
to give up nearly everything 
else—his career, his Bohemian 
life, his leather jackets and 
floppy sweaters his non-con- 
formity, even the right to pro- 
pose to his girl. 

Margaret, they say, proposed 
to him. Every year is Leap 
Year in the life of a marriage- 
able Princess. It’s royal proto- 
col. 

This week, the 29-year-old 
photographer, as unpredictable 
as his blue-blooded bride, moved 
out of his basement apartment 
in the working class district of 
Pimlico into staid Buckingham 
Palace. 

Between now anthis wedding 
day—probably this spring or 
summer—the now famous fiance 
will be shedding the old Arm- 
strong-Jones for the new, learn- 
ing to be comfortable in a con- 
ventional pattern that frowns on 
royal escapades and sets its own 
stern rules of behavior, at least 
in public. 

The new life may not be an 
easy one for fun-loving Tony, 
who not so long ago was enter- 
taining his friends in his studio 
home, the rooms filled with the 
garlicky scent of the stew he 
had concocted himself. 


From this day forward, the 
first commoner to marry into 
the royal family since Edward’s 
abdication 24 years ago, must 
behave as befits the brother-in- 
law of a Queen. He will wear 
good-looking, well-fitting clothes, 
but no longer design them. He 
will sit in the royal box at the 
theater, but no longer plan and 
build sets for the stage. He will 
dine in state instead of dashing 


across the street to the pub for — 


a mug of beer and meat pie. 


His old circle of non-conform- 
ist friends will melt away as he 
moves into the sedate world of 
the monarchy. Photography will 
be downgraded from profession 
to hobby. He cannot support his 
wife. She will support him. 


He can never forget that he is 
always in the public eye, that a 
little part of the British Em- 
pire’s destiny and the royal fam- 
ily’s reputation may rest on his 
slim shoulders. Chances are he 
may step into the history books. 


While not of royal blood, al- 
though palace-loving Britishers 
are trying to squeeze a few drops 
out of his family background, 
Tony is sufficiently well-born to 
be acceptable in Princess Mar- 
garet’s world. 


His father, twice divorced and 
now on his honeymoon with an 
air hostess half his age, is Ron- 
ald Armstrong-Jones, a well-to- 
do Welsh lawyer. His mother, 
the former Anne Messel, society 
beauty and sister of the noted 
designer, Oliver Messel, is mar- 
ried to the wealthy Earl of 
Rosse. 

His sister, Susan, is now Vis- 
countess De Vesci. He has two 
half-brothers, Lord Oxmanton, 
23, and Honorable Desmond Par- 
sons, 22. His mother owns a 
castle and a country mansion 
and his father also has two 
homes. 

The man who has won the 
world’s most eligible girl was 
born March 7, 1930, in fashion- 


able Eaton Terrace, London. Six | 


months later, the infant Prin- 
cess who wag destined to put 
him in the World’s spotlight was 
born in gloomy, storied Glamis 
Castle, the melancholy Scottish 
setting for Shakespeare’s ‘‘Mac- 
beth.” 

On that wild, rainy night in 
Scotland, even as Great Britain 
rejoiced over the birth of the 
second heiress to the throne, 
soothsayers were predicting that 
unless Margaret married by her 
twenty-first birthday, she would 
live and die a lonely spinster. 


Sloughing off a long, sparkling 
parade of eligible boy friends 
and renouncing reluctantly the 
one some felt was her only real 
love—the dashing Peter Town- 
send—Margaret appeared head- 
ed,for the doleful fate they fore- 
cast. But the mercurial, impish 
Princess, for 29 years Britain’s 
beloved rebel, has smashed their 
prediction, thanks to the love of 
a man few had heard of until 
last week. He is a talented cam- 
eraman, a designer, a popular 
bachelor.. But only his closest 
intimates guessed that he would 
soon join the royal family.

Perhaps, in that strange pat- 
tern of human pathways which 
some would call fate, Tony 
and Margaret would never 
have met had it not been for 
a near tragedy in his child- 
hood. After studying at Sand- 
royd Schooi, he enrolled in 
Eton where he was stricken 
with polio. He recovered, but 
one leg was left weak. 


During his convalescence, his 
mother gave him a camera and 
started his interest in photog- 
raphy. He meant it only as a 
hobby, and entered Jesus Col- 
lege at Cambridge in pursuit 
of an architectural degree. Aft- 
er two years he was “‘sent down” 
—expelled—chalking up as his 
only college achievement serv- 
ing as coxswain for the Cam- 
bridge crew which beat arch- 
rival Oxford in 1950. 

He continued to take pictures. 
His first job was in 1951 as ap- 
prentice to Baron, the court 
photographer who was a friend 
of the Duke of Edinburgh. He 
did odd jobs around the studio 
but, in his impatience to get 
ahead, branched out on his own 
after a few months. 

Slowly, he began to make a 
name for himself. He created 
the first photographic scenery in 


Britain for a stage revue. He 
published a book of photographs 
of London. He created sports- 
wear, particularly ski clothes of 
vivid hues. He was invited to 
photograph the royal children. 


Last summer he took Mar- 
garet’s official photograph on 
her twenty - ninth birthday. 
Friends said they fell in love 
while the camera clicked. 


They actually met for the first 
time two years ago at a dance. 
Before that he had been a mem- 
ber of the upper-class Chelsea 
clique. Chelsea is the Bohem- 
ian district of London, and Tony 
and his friends loved parties and 
jazz. It was a gay contrast to 
the solemn obligations of the 
monarchial life. 


Tony spent most of his spare 
time with a favorite model, 
Jackie Chan, a Chinese act- 
ress and dancer. Jackie, now 
cast in the role of a prostitute 
in the stage play, *‘The World 
of Suzie Wong,” isn’t talking. 
A friend said Jackie hadn’t 
seen him in a long time. 


But that chapter of Tony’s life 
is ended. He must now prepare 
for his new role as Margaret's 
consort, and that is what he will 
continue to be. Philip, his fun-

loving brother-in-law-to-be, had 
to learn a similarly stern lesson 
13 years ago when he married 
Elizabeth, who later became the 
Queen of England. 

This same destiny is unlikely 
for Tony. Margaret is fourth in 
line of succession, and it is 
doubtful that she will outlive her 
two nephews and her niece who 
rank ahead of her. 

But the sister and brother-in- 
law of the Queen of England 
cannot forget their royal obliga- 


<tions. Wherever they go, there 


are prying eyes and wagging 
tongues. In Margaret’s case, 
far ‘more than with her more 
serious sister, the Queen, the 
wagging tongues have spelled 
gossip.

Devout, articulate, able 
to discuss philosophy with Ber- 
trand Russell or archaeology 
with Sir Mortimer Wheeler, she 
also is the highest-stepping mem- 
ber of the royal family since 
Edward’s deboinair days as the 
Prince of Wales. 

She will shock the clergy and 
bring a frown to the Queen’s 
face by dancing the can-can. 
Then she will tie a scarf over 
her dark curls and slip quietly 
for a reverent hour in a village 
church. 

Throughout her teens and in 
her twenties, she could start 
rumors flying by appearing at 
a night club with her pals. ‘‘Mar- 
garet’s set” they were called. 
Let her dance twice with one 
boy friend and they were prac- 
tically engaged. 

She has loved nightclubs since 
she was old enough to step in- 


side one. She drinks as much” 


whisky as champagne. Her 
friends say she has four main 
passions in life; people, dancing, 
light music and gossip. 


These friends include more 
people without titles than. with. 
In her “circle” have been a 
cigar-smoking lady artist, a 
party guitarist, a not-so-distin- 
guished publisher, an art expert.

| The magnetic compass is one 
of the inventions without a elear 
history. We know that it came 
into use in Europe about 700 
years ago, but there is doubt 
as to where the first instrument 


of the kind was made. The Chi- 


_nese, the Arabs and the Greeks 
of long ago are among those who 
seem to have fairly good claims. 

| Whatever the country of its 

| origin, the magnetic compass 

‘was produced when a strip of 


j 


needle was allowed to swing 
freely so it would take a north- 
south direction. 

A small compass of the pres- 
ent day usually has a magnetic 
needle with a pivot on which it 
turns freely. Qae end, known 
as the north-seeking end, points 
northward, the other end south- 
ward. 


The magnetic compass was 


employed by sailors of Europe — 


toward the end of the Middle 
Ages. The great voyages of 
Vasco da Gamma, Columbus 
and Magellan were made pos- 
sible by this instrument, which 
tells direction even on the 


In a general way, @ compass 
points northward, but there are 
troubles, and these must be cor- 
rected. Instead of pointing to 
the North Pole (that is, the geo- 
graphical pole) the north-seeking 
end points ‘toward the north 
magnetic pole, which is at a 
somewhat different place. Pilots 
of ocean vessels must allow for 
changes due to this fact. 

Other troubles on a_ vessel 
come about when iron objects 
are within easy range of the 
compass. Careful work must be 
done to offset the pull on the 
needle exerted by such objects.
